symbols, problems, and ideas to create works of art; (4) students will 
understand the visual arts in relation to diverse cultures, times, and 
places; (5) students will reflect upon, describe, analyze, interpret and 
evaluate works of art and design; and (6) students will understand the visual 
arts in relation to other disciplines. Each standard contains subsections and 
performance indicators.
